Our worthy constable, Ike Lothrop, 
found a 40-gallon barrel of rye whisky, 
which was hidden in the sand hills 
back of town. A great many Indians 
had been having a glorious drunk of 
it for some weeks past, and the con- 
stable tried very hard tw find out 
where they were getting it, but met 
with no success until he told a young 
buck to shadow some of them. His 
aid soon located the stuff, of which the 
Indians had drank about eight gallons. 
Ike took possession of the balance. 
There is no claimant for it as yet. 

Col, W. D. C. Gibson has received

. THE ‘BOSTON WOMAN. 


Transcendentally De- 
e But She Is Superb. 

Of al] the complex products of modern 
civilization it is to be doubted if there 


isany thing more astonishing or more 


inexplicable than that thing which the 
Boston woman calls her mind, writes 
Aolo Bates in the Chicago Tribune. Bos-

| mind, simply usé it and say nothing 
° | about it. 


But the Boston woman has 


‘her mind on herconscience, so to speak, 


- and whileshe has left none of the super- 
|sensitiveness toward conduct 


which 


| plagued her ancestors, shadoes agonize 


over the proper cultivation of her mind, 


her ethical sense exhausting itself in 
this direction. 


It would be interesting to know just 
where the Boston woman draws the line 
between amusement and cultivatidn, if, 
indeed, she draws it anywhere. She 
mixes lectures and receptions, study 
classes and luncheon parties, so thor- 
oughly and with such an air of looking 
atthem from the same pointof view that 


one can not tell whether itis that she 


takes every thing so seriously, or looks 
upon all so frivolously. The impression 
which the looker-on inevitably gets is 


that whatever her attitude toward one 
is her attitude toward all; but masculine 


perspicacity is seldom able to discover 
just what this is. 
Atthe present moment the Mind—it 


should always be spelled with a large M, 


and my unfitness to treat of the subject 
is, it is to be feared, shown by the low- 
er-case letters above!—is given in about 
equal proportions to the Greek play, to 
luncheons and afternoon teas, which are 
as thick as leaves in Vallombrosa, and 
to philosophy. The luncheons are 
dreadful festivities, chiefly confined to 
the fair sex, which last for about three 
hours, have as many courses as a dinner, 
and completely spoil not only the day 
but the evening. Of the Greek play 
there is more to be said when the time 
comes, and the philosophy is in the 
shape of lectures.

‘I was so fired by the lecture one 
day,” a Boston woman said, *“‘that I went 
straight to the library for a volume of 
Fichter. I was determined to know all 
there wasin his philosophy to know, 
but I thought I would begin with a small 
volume first. I asked the librarian for 
the smallest volume on Fichter she had, 
and she gave me a little book that 
looked as though a baby might master 
it, it was so small and pretty. But the 
viciousness of that volume I can not be- 
gin to express to you. I sat down with 
it one night, and I could not comprehend 
the first word. It was worse than a non- 
sense rhyme, and it wasn't half so amus- 
ing. But I said to myself: ‘I have 
taken it in the evening when my brain 

n’'tclear.’ But the next morning woe. 

‘iL it. it was more incomprehensible 
I said to myself that igno- 
rance was on the whole preferable to 
idiocy, even in Boston; and so I mildly 
but firmly carried the smal! book back to 
the library; and now I listen to the lect- 
ures as if they were not really meant to 
be understood, but only to be enjoyed 
as music. They are charming-on that 
basis.” 

Prof. Louis Dyer is also giving lectures 
to the fashionable Boston women, and 
the conversation at the lengthy lunch- 
eons aforesaid turns upon lofty subjects 
at which the masculine head reels mere- 
ly to hear mentioned. The women do 
play their part most admirably. They 
are as grave about it as children over 
the make-believes of their childish 
sports. They might really be in earn- 
est for all one could tell from their 
manner. ; 

“] am afraid I would neverdo for Bos- 
ton,” a clever Western girl said the 
other day. ‘‘I have frivolous moments

}even while the discussion of the uni- 


verse and the ultimate end of man is go- 
ing on. I even let my frivolous atten- 
tion become absorbed in the exquisite 
flavor of an entree or a salad while I am 
hearing the deepest truths of philosophy 
discussed at an intellectual )uncheon.” 

“You forget,” she was answered, 
‘that philosophy has no truths; it has 
only theories. But, laying that ques- 
tion aside, it is to be inferred from what 
you say that you must really be a Bos- 
tonian changed in your cradle. Your 
attitude is preciseiy that of the Boston 
woman, except that she consciously and 
deliberately lets her mind wander. 
Once a discussion is started in which 
she does not have to bear a part, she de- 
liberately turns her mind out to grass 
and jets it run its unregenerated course. 
Her only care is to preservé an outward 
semblance of attention; and for assum- 
ing a comprehension and an enjoyment 
in topics in which one has not the 
slightest interest or understanding, the 
Boston woman is probably without rival 
in the world.” ° 

“How perfectly nasty,” the Western 
girl protested. ‘‘Now, I think the Bos- 
ton women, mind and all, are delight- 
ful.” 

Delightful!” her interlocutor echoed. 
‘*They are without equal in the world. 
They are enchanting. Most women can 
humbug men, but the Boston woman 
can go to the length not only of hum- 
bugging women, but of accomplishing 
that doubtful feat upon her own self. 
She is not only delightful, but she is 
superb.”

to classify. The spectacle is bewitch- 
ing and romantic as the sun shines upon 
the mass of flowers at the grave on this 
Sabbath day. 


A middle-aged woman, deeply vailed, 


stands for hours near the grave; and 
some of those here who recall the cir- 
cumstances of Gambetta’s death indulge 
in speculations regarding her that may 
not be without foundation, 

A few feet away from the tomb is a 
huge wooden pyramid, raised soon after 
Gambetta’s death seven years ago, for 
the purpose of displaying the artificial 
memorial crowns and wreaths that were 
sent here by cities, Republican commit- 
tees and patriotic organizations in all 
parts of France. The pyramid is cov- 
ered on all sides, from base to apex, 
with these memorials, which are of 
many kinds and designs. 

There is no permanent monument 
over the narrow tomb of the French 
Statesman in the Cemetery of the 
Chateau. The reason for this is that it 
is not believed that his coffin will re- 
main in Nice for many years. The 
Government desires thatit shall be re- 
moved for the final interment to the 
Pantheon in Paris; but his father, who 
yet lives here, a very old man, positive- 
ly and persistently refuses to allow it to 
be taken away from Nice. The proba- 
bility is that the removal will be 
brought about after the death of the 
father. 

Besides the display at the grave here 
in Nice, there has been another during 
the last week at Ville d’Avray, near 
Versailles, at the house where Gambet- 
ta died, and we nave aiso news of the 
holding of commemorative meetings in 
many other parts of France. In short, 
it isevident that the name, of Gambetta 
is yet a name outrenking that of many 
of his political contemporaries in the
